REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Frriow Crrizens :—In regard to the character of the several schools in 
town during the past: year, your committee would remark that there have 


‘ been saimples of superior schools, and likewise of-very poor ones. 


There are, in almost every school pupils who make perhaps euttanrdinary 
progress. ‘This should not be considered always, as evidence of: a very suc- 
cessful school; from the fact that such. will probably make good proficiency, 
whether the instruction is good or not.: , 

‘There are likewise those ‘who make but little advancement under the best 
instructors. Consequently such instances should not be takey as prima facie 
evidence of a poor school. In forming a correct opinion there are many 
things tobe taken into consideration. Unless the teacher has a good share of 
executive ability he will certainly. make a partial failure. But a very few of 
our teachers possess this in an eminent degree. Such have but little use for 
the rod or ruler; and they need but little commendation from your sah nih 
for their labors are generally crowned with success. 

During our visits, to” the different schools, the past year, we “have, 
at times; thought it a little. singular, how a teacher could go to the 


_ school-room and sit, day after day, with the floor covered” with dirt. It is 


but a shallow excuse for such to say they cannot keep the room clean. Any 
one; with any taste for neatness, can keep a school-room tidy. We trust that 


‘the above hints will be sufficient. \No report has beens received from either 
» school in District No. 4, or from the Winter school in No. 1. According:to 


' Pamphiet Laws, chapter 317, section 2, page 194, every teacher who fails to 


do ey, Salas his wages. And we would advise all who cannot comply with 


‘this requiremch t to seek some other field of labor. 


DISTRICT) N o. 1._Summer Term of ten weeks taught by Miss Eliza Hi. 
Merrill, of Franklin; a teacher of good executive ability and considerable 
experience. A marked change i is observable in. this school, due, we think, in 


part, to the new andeommodious school-room. Whole number of pupils 


49; average attendance, 43 ;)wages.per month including board, $18. 
Winter school taught by Mr. Solom. Hill: Having failed t6,comply. with 


" the requirements of law, the cammittee are’ unable to report anything definite. 


DISTRICT No. 2. One term of eight weeks), » taught by Miss Addie H. 
Sargent. A school of seven scholars does not present "¢ a sphere for very ex- 
tended usefulness. Still it is thought that Miss S. made it as interesting as 
possible; and discharged her duties satisfactorily. Wholé number of schol- 
ars, 7$ average attendance, 4 ; wages per month, including board, $12. 


DISTRICT No. 3. Miss L. M. Campbell, tedcher of Summer school. 
Miss Campbell’s education is. is good, but the lack of good, wholesome order | 
prevented that attention to study without which no s¢hool can be successful. 
It is earnestly. hoped that.expetience will correct this fault. Length in weeks, 
7; whole number of pupils, 13; average attendance, 1; wages per month, . 
including Woard, $9. he 

Winter school of 31 days, taught by Mr M. P. Favor, “with his usual good. 


‘success. Mr, F. being well known in town as a teacher of ability and large 


experience, needs no. commendation from us.

DISTRICT No. 4. Summer and Winter schools taught by Miss Martha 
Colby of Sanbornton. Miss Cs is a very fair teacher; and her labors were in 
a measure, crowned with good success. 


DISTRICT No. 5. Miss M. N. Fowler, teacher. In this school the same ‘ 
teacher was retained during the year. Miss F. is a teacher of experience ; 
and her schools, in point of improvement, were excellent. And if she failed 
to keep so quiet a school as some, it was not owing qther to her ability or in- 
tention. In this school was seen the best specimens of penmanship of any 
in town. -Number of weeks in fall term, 8; whole number of scholars, 20; 
-wages per month, including board, $12, 


DISTRICT No. 6. Fall and Winter terms taught by Mr. M. P. Favor. 
It is sufficient to say that Per fect satisfaction was given to all. Whole num- 
ber of pupils in Fall Term, 27, in Winter, 28. ° 


DISTRICT No. 7. One term of eleven weeks, taught by Miss Mary L. 
Parker. This school was well governed and taught. Whole number of 
scholars, including those from other districts, 22; average attendance of pu- 
pils living in the district, 8; wages per month, $11: 


DISTRICT No. 8, One term taught in the Fall, by Mr.,C. W. Bartlett. 
Your committee believe this to have been one of the best schools, all things 
considered, that they have visited during the year. It was certainly a noble 
school, Whole number of scholars, 20 ; average attendance, 15; wages per 
month, $12. 


DISTRICT No. 9. Miss Sarah E. Symonds, teacher. A very good school 
indced. Length in weeks, 8; whole number of pupils, 7; avérage attend- 
ance, nearly the same; wages per month, including board, $13 20. 


DISTRICT No, 10. Summer teyn taught by Miss Mary M. Rolfe. 
Winter school, Miss L. M. Campbell. Length of school, 12 _weeks ; 
. whole number of scholars, in Winter, 9; average attendance, 7. 


Some of our school houses are very good buildings, and answer very well 
the purposes for which they are used, But while we advise no unnecessary 
outlay, we do think that a little expenditure of money would go far towards 
making a few of them more comfortable in every respect. or instance, the 
_ floor of school house in District No. 6, is raised to an angle of just about 20 
degrees; and we should judge that the seats have the same inclination. It is 
preposterous to suppose that any teacher can keep that school as quiet as it 
should be kept. Need we go farther and say that some of our school-rooms 
are defaced and mutilated, covered with fancy sketches, hideous hieroglyph- 
ics, and loathsome obscenities? " How parents, who have any regard for the 
well-being of their children, can tolerate suckpa. state of things, is entirely 
incomprehensible.
